The cases involve 
a 1936 five-year sentence for counterfeiting and a 1950 
conviction for the possession of an unregistered automatic 
weapon, a machine gun. 

"State officials said they would also obtain from 
various police departments certified copies of other arrests 
that appear on the police records of the three mobsters.

"JANMOTTA and ANOELIHI have held state insurance 
broker's licenses since 1958. 

"ANGELINI qperates the Angel-Kaplan Sports News 
Service* Inc., 236 North Clark Street, and was one of the 
incorporators of the North State Insurance Agency, Inc., 
of the same address."

An ex-convict and'underworld 
confidant disclosed yesterday in \ 
federal District court- his role j 
as a paid informant of the j 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- j 
tion. 

Louis Bombacino, who has 
served time for mail theft, 
robbery, forgery, and petty 
larceny, testified as a prosecu¬ 
tion witness in the trial on 
federal gambling charges of 
Jackie [The Lackey] Cerone 
and five other men. 

He told of being recruited by 
thb FBI while in prison, "of 
joining a multi-million dollar 
interstate horse and sports? 
bating racket directed lyy 
Cerone, and of making regular 
reports by telephone to Paul 
Frankfurt, an FBI. agent. 

Rises to Top Job 

Bombacino* 46, said he aided 
the FBI while rising to one of 
the racket’s top wireroom 
operators in the city. He said 
he handled as much as $15,000 a 
day in bets, some as high as 
$1,000 from Detroit and Cleve¬ 
land. 

He testified that Paul [The 
Waiter] Rieca, veteran Chicago 
mob chieftain, once vouched for 
his credibility to Cerone, and 
that Cerone responded by 
giving Bombacino a promotion. 

Bombacino said his syndicate 
career ended abruptly in Au¬ 
gust, 1967, when he received a 
telephone call from James 
[Tarbaby] Cerone, Jackie’s 
cousin, who told him he no 
longer would take any bets. .

Altho the call was unex¬ 
plained, Bombacino said, te

Tells of Hiring , 

Bombacino testified that he 
was first hired as a wirerooti 
operator in June, 1965, by 
another defendant, Fra n/k 
[Knife] Aureli, who, he said, 
told him how to take bets in 
code and keep them on paper 
that could he destroyed quickly 
in water in the event of a raid. 

Other defendants are Dom¬

Bombacino, 46, he is telling the j 
whole truth in testimony 
against gangster Jackie Ce- 
rone, and others at an in¬ 
terstate gambling conspiracy 
trial. 

And the prosecution backed 
him up by introducing betting 
records, a copy of a $1,700 
bank check and other doo?- j 
ments he handled as a tele- 1 
;t>hone wagering agent in the 
Cookie racket. i 

Paid $3,200 by FBI 

The Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation paid him between 
$3,200 and $3,5C0 for his ser- 
vicess as a paid informant, the 
witness conceded, in addition 
to his $200-a-week salary from 
the racketeers. 

So, successful was he as a 
bookie, Bombacino said with a 
note of pride, that he had as 
ipany as six telephones to 
handle wagers in his com¬ 
bination apartment-office on 
N. Mannheim. ' 

The witness conceded that he 
wa*s an informer but said in-, 
dignantly in reply to a question 
by defense attorney Harry J. 
Bi^ch, "I am not a stool pi¬ 
geon.” The line of distinction 
was not explained. 

When the record of his crimi¬ 
nal career, starting in 1962, 
was disclosed to Judge Abra¬ 
ham L. Marovitz and a jury, 
Bombacino interjected defen¬ 
sively, “I never in my life used 
a gun to rob anybody.” 

Defendants linked \ 

' At the end of the fast-talking 
Bombacino’s prosecution testi¬ 
mony, Judge Marovitz ruled 
that he had connected the six 


defendants with a conspiracy, j 
^At the end of each busy da/ 
o f bookmaking, Bombacinc 
said, he saved copies of the il¬ 
licit transactions and turned 
them over to FBI Special 
Agent Paul Frankfurt. 

It was two years,, the testi¬ 
mony showed, before Cerone, a 
reportedly astute crime syndi¬ 
cate leader, suspected he had 
an informer on the payroll. 

The $1,700 check photostat, 
Bombacino said, represented 
payment of a losing bet or bets 
by Nate Wygod, identified by 
the government as a big mon¬ 
ey gambler and official of the 
La Salle Distributing Co. in 
Detroit. 

The check was regarded as 
highly important because it 
was evidence of an interstate 
gambling transaction in viola¬ 
tion of federal lav/s. 

Bombacino said he tuned 
ever originals of the betting 

records and the original check 
to John DiDomenico, 49, identi¬ 
fied in testimony as a former 
County Court depu’y bailiff 
and bookkeeper for the multi- 
million-dollar Cerone gambling 
enterprise. 

Defense attorneys brought 
out on cross-examination that 
Bombacino was g _ nted proba- 
ti i on a Chicago robbery 
charge at about the time he be¬ 
came an FBI informer. 

Again and again, Bombacino' 
involved Donald Angelino, 
known as the “wizard of odds” 
for his expertise in figuring the 
advance bookie odds on base¬ 
ball, football, basketball and 
other sports events.
